at Santa Monica boulevard and St. 
Andrews place, which killed instant- 
ly his sister, Miss Alice Ingram El- 
liott. The automobile and street car— 
of the Sherman way line—met in 
dense, blinding fog, said to have been 
the chief cause of the accident. 

All night long and all day yester- 
day Dr. Andrew S. Lobingfer and Dr. 
A. E, Bryant fought desperately to 
save the life of the banker. 

“At one time we thought he was 
going to rally,” said Doctor Lobin- 
gier, “and if he had rallied within 24 
hours after the accident it might have 
meant a fighting chance. 

“But the shock to his skull was 
too great.. He was unable to with- 
stand so severe a concussion.” 

At no time was an operation upon 
Elliott even discussed by the physi- 
sians, according to Dr. Lobingier. His 
vitality was sinking far too rapidly. 

Robert P. Elliott, war hero brother 
of the deceased, and William Rich- 
ards, his brother-in-law, were present 
when death came. 


The father, however, was confined, 
by physician’s orders, to his bed in 
the Elliott home, 419 West Twenty- 
eighth street, Los Angeles. 


“It is surprising with what cour- 
ageous strength of bearing Mr, El- 
liott heard the news of his son’s 
death,” said Dr, Bryant last night. 
“Originally not a well man, unnerv- 
ed to the point of collapse by the 
news of the accident and of his 
daughter's death, Mr. Elliott bore up 
under this new shock with wonderful 
calm,” 


There Wilk,be.a double funeral at 
2 o'clock this afternoon at St, Paul’a 
Pro-Cathedral, when joint services 
will be held for John. Elliott and his 
sister. 


HORSES CUT FROM 
WAGON BY TRAIN 


Mexican Pete, teamster for Billy 
Williams, Cucamonga, sat. on his 
wagon seat holding tne *reins that 
guided the goings and comings of a 
pair of coal black steeds. 

The wagon stood between two 
freight cars obstructing the driver's 
view to the main line of the Santa 
Fe on which the team of blacks 
stood Out of the quiet of the even- 
ing loomed a Santa Fe train going 
east and before the driver had a 
chance to act, horses, wagon tongue 
and all were cut from the wagon and 
left Mexican Pete safe and sound 
upon the seat holding the ends of 
the reins which had been cut off 
by the train, 

Both horses were instantly killed. 

All this happened about 6 p. m. 
Wedneday at the Center avenue cross- 
ing of the Santa Fe at Cucamonga. 











STATE HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


A substantial program of State 
Highway construction is guaranteed 
for 1921 by the passage of Amend- 
ment No. 9. 

This amendment, however, does 
not become effective until five days 
after certification by the secretary of 
state, who will not be able to effect 
a complete and official canvass of 
the November 2nd vote much before 
December 1. Thereafter the State 
Highway Finance Board, consisting 
of Governor Stephens, State Treas- 
uruer Richardson, State Controller 
Chambers, Marshall DeMotte, chair- 
man of the State Board of Control, 
and N. D. Darlington, chairman of 
the California Highway Commission, 
must meet, fix a prevailing interest 
rate and offer for sale such an 
amount of bonds as needed by the 
State Highway Department to meet 
existing obligations and provide for 
new work, This operation will con- 
sume not less than sixty days, as 
the bond sale advertisement will take 
thirty days and printing and signing 
bonds will take an equal amount of 
time. 

Probably February 1 will be as 
early a day as new contracts safely 
may be let, but in the interim the 
department will work on its pro- 
gram of work for the next year. Ev-

BLACKMORE TRIAL 


That the question of whether How- 
ard Swarthout was also negligent in 
ithe automobile accident in which 
Mrs. Swarthout was killed, does noi 
concern the people of California in 
the manslaughter trial of Donald 
Blackmore, was ruled yesterday by 
Judge Rex B. Goodcell when he re- 
fused to instruct the jury to return 
a verdict of acquittal for Blackmore 
because Swarthout was also negli- 
gent, 

“Should this jury, however, convict 
| Blackmore,” the prosecution should 
| proceed against Swarthout, for the 
evidence apparently shows he was 





equally negligent,” declared Judge 
Goodcell from the bench. 

Blackmore is charged with man- 
slaughter for negligence that result- 


ed in the collision between a car he 
was driving and a machine driven 
by Swarthout on September 4th, Mrs. 
Swarthout was killed and three oth- 
ers injured. 

The testimony of the prosecution 
yesterday showed that Swarthout 
saw, as he was driving south to cross 
the Foothill boulevard, the machine 
driven by Blackmore approaching 
from the west at a high rate of 
speed, according to some prosecution 
witnesses. Blackmore, according to 
the testimony, did not turn out, ap- 
parently not seeing the Swarthout 
machine until it was directly in 
front of him. Swarthout said that 
while he saw Blackmore's machine 
200 or 300 feet away, he thought he 
could cross the Foothill boulevard 
He misjudged the speed, he said. It 
was this act that the defense attack- 
ed as negligence on the part of 
Swarthout, and which Judge Good- 
cell ruled did not concern the peo- 
ple of California while prosecuting 
Blackmore for his part in the trag- 
edy. If it were a civil case, with 
Swarthout as the plaintiff, Judge 
Goodcell said he would grant a non- 
suit. 

Did Not See Car 

Blackmore was on the’ witness 
stand when the case adjourned until 
this morning, and had completed tes- 
timony on direct examination. He 
said he did ont see the Swarthout 
car until it was directly.in front of 
him, that weeda cnet the view 
and he did not know there was a 
crossing there. He declared he was 
driving 20 to 85 miles an hour and 
not at a high rate of speed, con- 
tending his car was not capable of 
being driven at an excessive rate. 
Blackmore charged that Swarthout 
had approached him with a_propo- 
sition that if he would pay all the 
expenses of the accident, the man- 
slaughter charge would be dropped, 
which testimony Judge Goodcell ad- 
mitted, he said, only on the theory 
the defense was attacking the cred- 
ulity of Swarthout as a witness, 

The defense is contending 
Blackmore had the right-of-way, 
cause the Swarthout car was on 
right and he had the right to 
sume the Swarthout car would 
attempt to cross in front of him.

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The most serious proposition -ever 
before the people of Upland has now 
developed to a point where solving 
of this problem is now possible, Judg- 
ing from the commotion created and 
activity over protests, together with 
heated conversations in fsusiness 
houses and on the streets, one would 
think that this Mexican problem was 
something new—but the fact of the 
matter is, it’s nearly three years old 
and we are about as near solving it 
as we were three years ago. 

The present discussion is brought 
about through an announcement 
made by the Stewart interests that 
they will erect on the second tier of 
lots above Twelfth street five hollow 
tile houses and across the street five 
more houses of the same construc- 
tion each to be placed on a lot 
50x150, houses to be 18x22 and equip- 
ped with a bath and toilet and rear 
screen porch. The plan is to have 
a supervisor to see to it that the 
Mexican families keep the houses 
neat and clean and to interest them 
in planting and cultivating gardens. 

The objection being raised is to 
the location of the houses which will 
be about 250 feet above Twelfth 
street, which is the State Highway. 

Were it possible, the editor of this 
newspaper would like to see Mexi- 
can labor eliminated from this com- 
munity, but according to the mana- 
gers of the several packing houses 
bere, it is impossible to harvest the 
fruit crop without utilizing this sort 


of labor. These men are experi- 
enced and are thoroughly familiar 
with labor conditions in Southern 


California and the condition here re- 
solves itself into not getting rid of 
Mexican labor, but rather what to do 
with the Mexicans and their families 
as regards their home life. 

It’s comparatively easy to pick 
flaws in the other fellow’s plan but 
the man who originated a plan that 
worked out successfully, was origi- 
nally subjected to more or less criti- 
cism until he proved hi¥ point. ( 

A year ago the editor of this news- 
paper along with a lot of men and 
women of the town believed that if 


||} the Mexicans were gtven a settle- 


ment of their own, they would take 
an interest in it, keep it neat and 
clean and enjoy life much better. As 
a result the Upland Citrus Associa- 
tion and the Lemon Growers Associa- 
tion established a camp and as to 
the Mexicans taking any interest in 
and endeavoring to keep the place 
neat and clean—but one visit to the 
settlement is enough to persuade even 
the casual observer that keeping the 
place neat and clean has as yet nev- 
er entered the Mexicans’ heads and 
probably never will. 

W. K. Beattie who represents the 
Stewart interests here has a differ- 
ent plan, and profiting by the experi- 
ence of his fellow managers, still be- 
lieves that if the Mexican is given 
enough ground he will become _in- 
terested in“keeping his home clean, 
its surroundings neat as well as in 
cultivating gardens, but the only 
way this can be accomplished is 
through competent supervision, 


Mr. Beattie’s plan appeals to the 
News editor as excellent in all its 
details and the only objection or 


criticism this newspaper has to of- 
fer is its close proximity to Twelfth 
street and the criticism is quite large- 
ly based on a possible failure of his 
pian. If his plan works out success- 
fully and the settlement is kept neat 
and clean and the occupants of the 
houses are educated in the way of 
gardening and developing a model 
condition under which to live, the 
location he has selected is not as ob- 
jectionable as it would be if the pian 
failed and within a few months after 
its establishment we had a_ second 
edition of the present Sonora Town, 
only nearer the State Highway. 
This problem is now before us, just 
;as it has been for several months and | 
the reason it hasn’t been solved is 
largely because it hasn’t come home 
to us strong enough. A News repre- } 


sentative made a trip through the 
séttlement yesterday afternoon and 
again last night, and the condition 
is anything but creditable to thé 


people of this city. Competent super 


vision is the only solution and _ to- 
gether with better bathing facilities, 
a delousing headquarters and the 


supervisor insisting on the occupants 
of the houses utilizing all the mod- 
‘ern ideas of cleanliness, will result 
in a great improvement in the camp 
we have with us at this time. 

The important issue before 
!the people today is not objecting to 
the plan of Mr. Beattie, but rather 
|}improving the condition that exists in 
the camp which is now a reality. A 
deplorable condition is with us right 
now, yet we are hearing more of 
something that is not yet here and

SOMETHING IN YOUR EYE? 


There Are a Few Simple Rules for the 
Removing of Irritating 
Particles. 

Though many people have become 
expert in the art of removing irritat- 
ing particles from the eyes of others, 
a few words on this subject will not 
be out of place. In removing a for- 
eign particle from the eye, ask the pa- 
tient to look down, and then take hold 
of the eyelash with thumb and fore- 
finger of the left hand and pull the eye- 
lid downward and slightly away from 
the eyeball. Next evert, or turn back, 
the eyelid by placing midway between 
the eyelashes and eyeball the tip of the 
thumb of the right hand and make the 
same movement that would be re- 
quired to turn back the edge of a coat 
sleeve. 

If the particle fs located on the in- 
terior of the upper lid it may be re- 
moved with a clean handkerchief or 
a piece of clean cotton placed on the 
end of a toothpick or match, If the 
irritating substance is not on the upper 
lid try to find it in the same manner 
on the lower lid and remove it in the 
same way. When the particle is im- 
bedded ‘In the cornea, or covering of 
the eyeball, it is best to consult a phy- 
sician or eye specialist. After remov- 
ing the particle from the eye it is ad- 
visable to irrigate the delicate mem- 
ber with boric acid. 

Under no circunistances should any- 
one touch the eye with g handkerchief 
or other agent that has been mols- 
tened with saliva or with the tip of the 
tongue. 

In treating the eyes with some kind 
of liquid medicine one should take care 
never to invert the dropper after the 
solution has been drawn into the 
rubber end downward and the fluid 
permitted to run Into the rubber and 
then back into the glass as the solution 
will very likely contain particles of 
powder that have washed off the rub- 
ber bulb, and these may irritate the 
eyes. Always hold up the rubber end 
of the dropper. The fluid should never 
be dropped directly on the eyeball un- 
less the physician has so advised. 
The proper practice is to draw down 
the lower lid and place the drops on 
the exposed inner surface of the lid. 
One or two drops are always sufficient 
and {t {s only waste to use more.— 
Floyd W. Parsons in the Saturday Eve- 
ping Post. 


BARK ON TREES NOT WOOD 


It Is Composed of Three Layers of Tis 
sues, Each of Which Has Impor- 
tant Function. 

Bark on trees and shrubs corre- 
sponds with skin on animals. But It 
has other uses which the skin hasn’t. 
Bark isn’t wood, and It Isn’t formed 
as wood ts formed. It covers the wood, 
and it is generally an easy matter to 
separate the bark from the wood. 
Hemp and jute and flax are all bark 
—the outside covering of certain vege- 
table growths. 

Bark is composed of three layers 
of tissues. T inside layer conducts 
food to the plant, and under a mag- 
nifying glass is seen to be made up 
of tiny fibers. Then there {fs the “green 
zone,” as it is called, and this also ts 
fibrous, and helps feed the plant. The 
outside layer {is cork, and is really 
dead. That is, these cork cells devel- 
op and die immediately, so one really 
sees only a dead tree when he looks 
at the bark. The cork of commerce 
fs the bark of a certain kind of trop- 
{cal tree, but the outer layer of bark 
of all trees fs technically known as 
cork, and the little cells going to make 
{t up are called cork.

VICE-PRES CODLIDGE

Calvin Cociidge, Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, the son of John C. and 
Victoria J. (Moor) Coolidge, was born 
Independence Day, 1872, in Plymouth, 
a typical, small, remote country vil- 
lage, nestled in the rugged hills of 
Vermont. Descended from John and 
Mary Coolidge, who about 1630 set- 
tled in Watertown, Massachusetts, 
his ancestry runs through a long line 
of farmers who lived in Massachu- 
setts until the Governor's great great- 
grandfather moved from Lancaster, 
Massachusetts, into that 
Vermont which was called by the set- 
tlers Salt Ash, from the product ob- 
tained by the burning of trees, and 
soon afterwards christened Plymouth, 
but locally known even now as The 
Notch. 

The Coolidge family through the 
| generations tilled the soil, ralsed live- 
stock, produced maple syrup and sug- 


of American history, and continued 
always as people of importance and 
influence in the community. 

“It always seemed as though ‘Cal’ 
could get more syrup out of a maple

Black River academy; and later to 
the Academy at St. Johnsbury. Then 
he turned back to the first home of 
the Coolidges, Massachusetts, and en- 
tered Amherst College with the class 
of 1895. 

Mindful always of the family self- 
denial, his college career was marked 
with persistent conscientiousness, He 
paid three dollars a week for his 
board, but only because he could not 
find a cheaper eating house. He was 
a quiet, unassuming man, unknown 
to many men during his first two 
years, but gradually winning the re- 
spect of the whole college. He was 
a keen student of the men about him 
—whether they were professors, fel- 
low students, or the people of the 
town. He had a fine sense of hu- 
mor. He was a great reader of books, 
especially on history and government. 
His diligence in study precluded him 
from taking much of any part in the 
activities of the college outside of 
the regular work. Only in a modest 
way and as his leisure would per- 
mit did he enter the so-called college 
life. He took no active part in 
sports. In his senior year in open 
competition with all the American 
colleges he won the first prize offered 
for the best essay on the principles 
for which the Revolutionary War was 
fought. He gradiinted with the rw 
gree of bachelor of arts in 1895 and 
at commencement was the Grove 
Orator. 

If Calvin Coolidge had had money 
enough to go through law school, that 





fact might have changed his whole 
career, As it was he moved four 
miles across the Connecticut river 


from Amherst to Northampton and 
though he had no acquaintanceship | 
whatever in the city, found a position 


at once in the country law office of 
Hammond and Field. To the two 
partners in the office he was a new 
and interesting phenomenon, They 


could not fail to be impressed with 
his vigorous application to the job, 
but there was something in his quiet, 
simple, independent fashion of con- 
ducting his own life that set him 
apart from any man of his age whom 
they had ever seen. 

He devoted himself so assiduously 
to the study of the law that after 
only twenty months in this law office 
he was admitted to the bar. He} 
opened his own law office shortly af- 
ter his admission and has continued 
to practice in Northampton since that 
time, His work has consisted of the 
varied practice of a country lawyer, 
constantly interrupted by an unus- 
ually wide political career.

that best indicate his creed, namely 
—“Do the day’s work,” and “Be 
brief.” To do his duty well has been 
his life’s characteristic. No duty has 
been too small for his painstaking, 
conscientious care; none has arisen 
too large for his ability or nis cour- 
lage. 

Elected each year with increased 
| pluralities, he served the state of 
Massachusetts at lieutenant governor 
for the years 1916, 1917 and 1918. 
He was actively instrumental in put- 
|ting Massachusetts in the lead in 
| preparation and later in the execu- 
|tion of plans which resulted in the 
big part Massachusetts played in the 
| World War. 

Always a good party man and with 
a record of real public service behind 
him he was nominated by the Repub- 
licans without opposition and on elec- 
tion day, 1918, elected as Governor 
of the Commonwealth by a lead of 
approximately 17,000 votes. Running 
under the now famous slogan of 
“Law and Order” he was re-elected 
as Governor for the year 1920

speak clearly, quietly, calmly and di- 
rectly.

His published ad- 
dresses contain only one reference 
to the attacks leveled against him by 
opponents. In Faneuil Hall, on No- 
vember 4, 1918, he said: 

“We need a word of caution and of 
arning. I am responsible for what I 
have said and what I have done. J 
am not responsible for what my op- 


| ponents say I have said or say I have 


done either on the stump or in un- 
true posters.” With that single para- 
graph he dismissed the matter, con- 
tent—as he has always been—to let 


'the record stand for itself, as its own 


explanation and apology. 

Massachusetts learned the quiet 
courage of the man many years ago; 
the country discovered it with a vast 
breath of relief and gratitude on the 
occasion of the police trouble in Bos- 
ton. There were differing opinions 
as to the course that the Governor 
should take in that crisis, as there 
always are. Men came to him with 
suggestions of compromise; one depu- 
tation made a final protest even as 
the proclamation was on his desk 
waiting to be signed. 

“If you issue that proclamation, 
Governor Coolidge,” they said, “you 
will probably destroy the Republican 
party in Massachusetts; you will cer- 
tainly make it impossible for your- 
self ever to hold any other public 
office.” 

The Governor looked up at them, 
pen in hand: 

“Perhaps you are right,” he said 
quietly, and promptly affixed his 
signature, 

To millions of Americans that cri- 
sis was their first introduction to the 


Governor of Massachusetts They 
wondered perhaps whether it consti- 
tuted his only claim to confidence, 
whether he had happened merely to 
be sitting at the cross-roads when 
fate walked by and touched him. But 
those who had known him longer 
understood that his whole career had 
been a preparation for that test. 


“Do the day’s work,” he had said 
to the senate. “If it be to protect 
the rights of the weak, whoever ob- 
jects, do it. If it be to help a pow- 
erful corporation better to serve the 
people, whatever the opposition, do 
that. Expect to be called a stand- 
patter but don’t be a standpatter. Ex- 
pect to be called a demagogue, but 
don’t be a demagogue. Don’t hesi- 
tate to be as revolutionary as science. 
Don’t hesitate to be as reactionary 
as the multiplication table.” 


The police situation was merelv 
part of the’ day’s work. The fact 
that powerful forces were arrayed on 
either side, exerting their utmost 
pressure, did not change the situa- 
tion. Duty was clear. He did it, 
and the whole nation responded in- 
stinctively to his voice and act. 

A third element in him that has 
endeared him to his people is the 
simplicity and sincerity of his per- 
sonal life. When he speaks common 
men find their deep, hidden aspira- 
tions uttered and respond because he 
is one of them. No other human be- 
ing in the nation leads a more nor- 
mal life. The family plays it part in 
the social life of Northampton; and 
is counted among the supporters of 
the Jonathan Edwards Congregational 
Church. Mrs. Coolidge and the boys 





are members of the church and the 
Governor, though not a member, reg- 
ularly attends. No workingman in the 
state works longer, harder hours 
than the Governor, and none leads a 
more simple, wholesome life. 


There are two ways in which a 
man may make himself independent 
in America He may amass so much 
money that all concern for money 
is banished from his experience; or 
he may so limit his needs and ex- 
penditures that a very little will suf- 
fice. Perhaps, as. a nation, we need 
nothing so much as a just discrimina- 
tion between the things that are es- 
sential anfl the great mass of useless 
things for which so many men worry 
themselves into early graves. 

Governor Coolidge and his family 
have always been well dressed; they 
have always had a good, though a 
very modest home. They have had 
books, and have been able to provide 
full opportunities for their boys. 
These are the essential things. And 
because he would be independent, the 
Governor has limited his wants to 
these. He has proved that a man of 
modest: circumstances can devote his 
whole life to the public service in 
America, with singleness of thought 
and purpose, financial anxiety or 
concern. 


In 1919 he received from Amherst 
College, Tufts College and Williams 
College the honorary degree LL. D., 
and in 1920 a like degree from Wes- 


leyan University, Bates College and 
the University of Vermont.
